It Is against tho policy of the state for 
employers who control practically the 
whole trade In a community to com- 
bine for the purpose of compelling 
workmen to join a parllcular union as 
a condition of employment,

rule thus laid down he tho law, and It 
must be accepted as such, being the 
latest expression of the court of ap- 
peals, It must lie applicable to work- 
men an well as employers.

Articles of compromise presented by

"The association ot manufacturers

men who can do Ihe worlt properly.

Yarmouth, N. S.,

The expense of armament 
is working toward peace. 
The expense of war, I am sorry to say, 


Is having further weight in securing peace than the expense of lives. 


A nation does not llghliy enter upou war, and for two reasons: 


First, because the expense is so great that it is likely to lead her to 
bankruptcy even if she wins, and, second, if she does not win, the 
government, or dynasty, or whatever it may be that is in control-of 
the government,'Is likely to go down under the humillalion of that 
defeat, at the hands of her own people. Those two things are work- 
ing lit a healthful way towards peace. 


(Personally, I do nol sea any reason why matters of national hon- 


or should not be referred to a court of arbitration as well as mat- 
ters of properly or matters of national proprietorship. 
I know that 


is going further than most men are willing to go, but I do not see 
why questions of honor may not be submitted to a tribunal supposed 
to be composed of men of honor who understand questions of nation- 
al honor as well as any other question or differences arising between 
nations.
